Hence grew the cuſtome with Pagans, that ſol- Alex, ab Ales, 
diours that ſo offended, fledeither to theſepulclire 
of Theſens in Athens,or to the tombe of Achilles ar 
Syzeum, ſo might poore feruancs that were in1u- 
red by their Maiſters,flie to the Statues and the [- 
mages of dead Emperours and Kings. 
It was akinde of lawfull Appeale in all Tugea, to 
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Ar:paittions, 
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fly to the higheſt court of Synac7rion,and from all 
places in Greece , toappealeto the Court of the 
Amphittions, in that kinde of order Paxle did ap- 
peale from Feſtus to Ceſar. 

Many poore Courtiers, whoſe glaſles are bro- 
ken, would willing appeale if they knew where, 
but torhe Court is the beſt appeale, forthere was 
one with Augrsſius Mecenas, which fauoured lear- 
ning and learned men,one Endimelech in that wic-

Courtiers muſt wreſtle with fortune, & ſtriue

Bur ifthe Courteors had beene as warie, avd 
carefull as the Bee is by labouring inthe Summer

unt they ſhould finde no fault but in themſelues.

or fine, like Mietns, beeing asked , why they were 
not taughtto number more, anſwered, tonum- 
ber our foes were infinite, which no Arithmetick 
canteach , tonumber ſo many friends in Thracia 
is much,and fo itis in other places, Many had bin 
Happy\zif they had not bin happy,many had beene 
wiſe,if they had not beene welthy,& fo might Cre- 
ſ#s haue ſaid, had Creſus thought on Solons ſaying.

Similes ſunt ſtatuis © Idolis que faciunt, that they 
are like the Images and Idols which they make. 

O how many men, were then in Athexs, and in 
Roome, like ſtones,and how many more now and 
then in Spazre, I with they were not in great Brit - 
taine which do offer,giue & beſtow, more money 
vppon ſuch dead blocks or ſtones, then vpon the 
ſeruants of Godin Church,Court, or Cuntry.

And there isanother kinde of ficknes in Court 
called Argentantina, of which ſickneſle the Phiſi- 

tians cannot heale themſelues with Antimonium 
or Mithridat, though ir be a kings medicinebut 
they moſt ſeeke out Anulum gigis who while they 
weare that ring on their fingers,they ſhall be hea- 
led of any ficknefſe whatſoeuer : Then they may 
write as Mepecrates.did to Philip of Macedon, for 
they are more proude for making one whole,then 
ſorty for killing a thouſand. | 

But it theſe ſick Flatterers in Courts, were 0- 
pened by Chyrurgions,many ſhould be found to 
haue heary hearts, as Ariſtomenes hart was found 
in Athens: And ſome other hearts (being opened) 
ſhould be found full of thornes, as Harmonigenes 
heart was found in Sparta, and ſome ſhould be 
found like Zu, Erobarba in Reme that ſhould not 
only haue braſen beardes, but alſo Iron faces and 
leaden hearts, 

Cunning fatterers muſt haue in Court two 
faces, as Janus had, and as many. foreheads as 
Cecrops had, And ] doubt very much, as many 
hearts as the Partriges of P:phlagonia, of which 
Theoporaſius writeth and yet litle enough to pleaſe 
all kumors in Counts, yet in their flattering glaſle

they ſhall ſee much,and more then in any glafſe 
elſe beſtdes. : 

Arid therefore theſe kinde of flatterers may be 
well compared to 2uadrizemins Porta 2 gate in 
Rome, where ſome ſuch flatterers, at any time 
might enter in, and goe out at pleaſure.

Of allſuch flatterers 
Alexander Seuerus the Emperour would often ſay, 
that Hanibal might paſſe moreeafily, through the 
hard Rocks ofthe Alpes into /taly,then Truthjr 
tanta Adulatorum turbi'to the cares of Kings in 
Courts,ſo rare a vertue is Truth in Courts,that the 
glafle of truth is ſooneſt broken in Courts, Ariip- 
pus glaſle is more vſed in Courtsthen Solons glaſle. 


No glaſle in Kings Courts hath beene more ,,;q;,p,, 
noyſome, well prouedin all Hiſtories, then the Glaile.

Dzogenes being asked what kinde of wilde beaſt 
were worlt, ſaide,that in the mountaines, Lyons 
and Beares; in Cities, SycophantP and Flatterers: 
and againe being asked what is the moſt daungere 
ous bea{t ypon the earth, among wilde beaſts,a 
Tyrant;zamong tame beaſtzs,a flatterer. 

The Popes Calender , the Turkes Alcoran, 
andmuch of the Iewes Talmuds: the firſt furni- 
thed with Legions of lies, the ſecond with 
Turkiſh fables, the third like proud Pythagorians 
476- ivr, All three ſo full of fatterie that the Popes

Thelike we reade that Primus Deiphebus,and 
many other Greeks and Trojans were brought in 
vpon a ſtage, vgly,guaſtly,and bloudy to perſwade 
men that\iucill,toliue berterby the terrible and 
horrible ſights of ſuch great men, beeing dead, & 
in hell puniſhed, Exempla magis monent quam ver- 
bs, and therefore I with ſuch were plaid on their 
ſtages in London,andnot ſuch wanton laſliuious 
&c,l wiſh it were before Kings in Courts, 

The rich man in hell, requeſted 4brahams,to fend 
one from the deadtotell his brerhren the tormts 
and paines he was in, and though ic was told him 
by Abraham.thatthey had Aoſes 8 the prophets to 
inſtruc them,but that was nothing to be beleeued 


inreſpe ofthe other.

ers to haue victorie,bur it they were diffonant and ; 
not agreeable , the Aflirians doubted of ſome 
faint-hearted ſouldiers : for it was the onely cauſe 
why Cyras willed his fouldiers aſter ſacrifice done Songs of warre 
ro-Caſtor and Pallax, to ſing warlike ſongs, with *"* ances: 
loud inſtruments, leſt they ſhould bee terrifted 
withthe horrible cry and clamor of the enemy. 

So the Lacxdemoniffis no: with trumpets, as 
the Romans, nor with drums, kettles, pots, and 
pans, as the Parthians did, but with flutes aud ſoft 
lweete

ſweete muſicall inſtruments fing martiall ſongs, 
and dancing in their armours. 

So was the commandement of 7oſbna to his ſol- 
diers after they had goneſeuen times about the 
wals of lericho, to ſound the Rams hornes,and to 
ſhout with a londcrie, And Gedeon to his ſouldts 
ers willed them to breake their pitcher pots, and 
to make aſudden loud crie, and ſo toſet on the e' 
nemies, ſaying, Gladins Dei, & Gedionts. 

So the hunters iudge of their games by the con- 
ſent and diſſent of the crie of their hounds : Forby 
the diſſent of the crie, they reſemble the Ethiopi- 
an ſouldiers, who withall diflonant crie, and hor, 
rible houlings enter the bartell. 

So the old Gaules with raging and furious cla» 
mors without order ſet on the enemy, 

So ſome vnskilfull hunters , that cannot recal! 
their hounds , being at Counter,that knowe not. 
how to put them tothe right ſentagaine, no more 
then an vnexpert Captaine can vpon the like dif- 
order, know to inſtruct his ſouldiers, 

VVell therefore is hunting compared to warres, 
and the hunters to ſouldiers.-It ſhould ſeeme that 
eAlexander the great loued hunting well, who 
eaue King Porns a Kingdome for a hundreth and 
fitic Indian dogges: For Alexander brought no- 
thing out of India but dogges and Elephants: For 
Alexander lett many of hi$fouldiers in India. 

Haniball alſo loued hunting: For he hunted fe.

Mithri4atesa great hunter, who for forty yeares ,,., .._ 
kept wars with the Romans, vſed hunting for grexh an, 
chiefe exerciſe in wars: For the cry of his hounds 
was as {weete to King Mithridates in Aſia, as the 
neighing ofa horſe to Darius in Perſia, the one 
ſaucd himſelfe (by hunting) from the Romains, the 
other by the neighing of a hore, became King in 
Perſia.

ieQture things to come by their dogs, enen in the 
like manner,as the Ar abians and the people of Ca- 
ria,by flights of foules, and the Kowans by lyuers 
of beaſts. 

But to conclude, dogs were fo eſteemed in king - 
domes and countries,that Oſyris the great King of 
Egypt diſplayed a dog in his chiefe Enfigne in wars 
and the Emperour Heliogabolus was caricd in his 
Triumphs,by toure great dogs.

Then the Emperours of Rome had the Image of 
Fortune in their Gatleries,of glaſſe, but it was 
made of ſuch brittle glafle, that ſtill it was bro: 
ken, 

When 1uliusCeſar and Mary. Craſſus were both 
at one time Cenfors in Rome, ſweete Oyle and 
ſtrange and forraine Oyntment were by lawe for- 
bidden in Rome to be ſold, the example thereof 
came fro the Lacedemonians, who baniſhed ſuch 
daintineſſe from Sparta, 

Then Epamizondas flouriſhed in Thebes, more 
by his pouertie then by his wealth : then Arifiaes 
might brag in Athens more of his iuſtice, then of 
his money : itfo proued true, thatat their deaths 
they were notable to marrie their daughters:then 
Epaminondas ſaid, Nunc veſter Epaminondas naſcitur 
quia ſuc moritur. 

That noble poore man Zamachss being eleed 
to be chiete Gouernor of Athens, was forced to 
borrow money of his friendes to buy him ſuch a 
cloake as was fic for ſuch a place. 

It ſhould ſeeme thatpouertie was much accep- 
tedinthoſe dayes, both in Rome and in ag wa 
when 
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when Themifecles wanting money to performe 
ſome ſervicetothe Arizenians, tooke two poore 
Gods with him out of Arhens, the God of necel- TROY 
ſitie and the God of Counſell, and went to che 
Ifle of Andria, cither to begge or to borrow ſome 
money for thoſe two poore Gods ſake,as the Teſu- 
its and Seminaries did ſometime in England: Burt Begging Gods. 
the Magiſtrates of Andria anſwered Themiſtocles, 
that they had alſo the like two Gods in their owne 
Countrey, the God of pouertic, and the God of 
Impoſlibilitic , that did commaund them to the 
contrary. 

But within a while after, poore men were caſt 
off,and reie&ted both in Rome, in Athens, and in 
all Greece,when 30000, Archers came with 4ge- 
filaus from Perlia ro Greece, when the wealth of 
Afia was brought by Scipio to Rome,thE the Owle Vur.in dgchil. 
in Athens, the Snaile in Sparta, and the Oxe in 
Rome were turned into Elephants of India. 

Then Templum panpertatis & Templum pictatis 
were remoued from Rome,7 anquam noxia numina, 
and in their places were builded two rich & ftate- 
ly Temples, Templum honoris, & Templum fortune: Alex.ab Alex, 
then began to rule in Rome the like 3. monſters 1-3. cap.rt, 
that ruled in Athens, which was Popnlns, NocFua, 

e& Draco,and ſo in Rome, Ferum, Senatus,& Popu. 
lus then was nothing but Armes and armed men 
inRome.

M. Druſus in the like rage dealt with Z,Philippus 
then Conlull in Rome, Dr#ſ#s being but Tribune 
of the people, Tribunus Plebis,drewe him violently 
into priſon,and being ſent for by the Senatours,to 
come before them into the Senate, anſwered, the 
Senatoursſhovld rather come before mee in my 
Courts in Hoſtilia,and Roſtro,ſo Druſus eſteemed 
not the ſtate of the Senate,and the Senators obei- 
ed che words of Druſus:Tribunus deſpexit Senatum, 
Senat#s paruit Tribuno: Nibil tam inequale quam &- 
qualitas: for as wealth and pouertie are two con- 
rraries,yetare they two neceſlaries: for the one is

Mithridates of meere ſpight to the Romans cau- 
ſed all the pooreRomanes , diſperſed throughout 
all Aſia, tothe number ot 80000 to bee {laine in 
one day, for the hatred hee had to Lucwllas and 
Pompey, 2ut una Epiſtola $0000 Romanorinm ciniunm 
intremito. 

For crueltie and tyrannie, the Thracians,a Na.

|periticions. Yatmiusa Roman Cleaning; 
OA \tiſen,walking inan cuening out of ,,q.r,* 
Rome, met with Caſtor and Pollux 
that cryed to Vatinivs and ſaid that 
King Perſins was taken, and all his Macedonian 
Armies called Phalangeslaine. 

Mars himlelfe was alfo ſeenetaking theRomains 7 a 
parts againſt the Brutians, and Lucanians, at the 
battell of Thuring,vhere Mars ſnacht a Roman En- 
ſigne, andcryedaloud to the Romans, to followe 
him,who ruſhr before ow, through the wy of

- their enemies,when hab. Lucius was Conſul. 
Againe beaſts alſo ſpake in Rome,which is moſt 
ſtrange,that a dog ſpake in the time of Tarquine the 
proud,andanother time a ſerpent did barke,for the 
lowing of an Oxe, ſhould be turned corthe voice 
of aman, when Pab. volummnius was Conſull in

in euery mans mouth nRome,fo NotFua Athenis,

athens. nothing could bee heard in Rome , or in A- 
thens. 

During the time of the Peloponeſian warres, 
which continued ſeauen and twentie yeares : 
Snailes ruled & gouernedthe moſt part of Greece, 
that it was as common a ſpeach amongſt the Lace 
demonians, virtus ef ſaprentiatefudmi cedit, that 
ſnailes were in Sparta, as Oxen were in Rome,

and wee thanke God, and ſay with Jeremie, mirun: 
quod non conſumpti fuiſſemus, and againe ſay with

if God hadnot ſeured his Church, and the rem-

The Image of Siluanus, was heard our of the 
wood Arfia, crying aloud, wno plus Hetruſſicadent, 
And the Image of Ceres at Myletum, at which 
time Alexander beſieged Miletum, and tooke it, 
and for that his ſoldiers ſpoyled, and burned the 
Temple of Ceres,the ſame fire burned Alexawders 1.actan.intiir. 
ſoldiers , hinc timor ntmins, hence grew the feare of lib. 2- cap,®- 
Images,to be more then the feare of Alexander. 

Sois it Hiſtotied, that the Images that 4»65 
brought from Troy to ltalie, were fuſtplaced in |, 
Lauinium, a towne which 2:@s builded,but after jcorum lib 2. 
Fineas death, 4ſcanius his ſonne brought thoſe I- 
mages to his City Alba. 
but theſe Images being not contented to bee taken 
from their bt ſeate, remoued themfelues with- 
out the handsor helpe of men, from Alba to La- 
uinium againe, #126 #imins cultus. 
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But theſe are dreames and imaginations of ſu- 
perſtitious melancholy people ſo deeply wrought 
that they thinke to heare what they heare not, and 
to ſee what they ſee not , So eriſtotle writes of 
on e that neuer went abroad, but he thought he

Another perſwaded himſelte, that hee had no 
head,but it was cutoff: another imagined that his 
noſe was bigger then his whole bodie: and ano- 
ther at his death told his friends, that he was wil- 
ling todic,but that he feared theeues which lay in 
ambuſh in the middle Region , among the 
Clouds. .

Xeuxes how he might make leſle 
the ſtaine on Helens face. 

Euphranor after he had ſhewed his greateſt cun: 
ning in limning and ſetting 12, Gods in Athens, Euphranor. 
he imagined to make ſuch an Image to Neptune, \— rb 
as ſhould farre excell the Image of lupiter, 

Many Images were made in Greece, ſome like 
Mares,that Horſes neyed vpo them: ſome like bit- | 
 ches,that dogs followed them : and ſome made in Acli.yer, viſt,” 
braſle,like Kine, that Buls lowed vpon them: and 
ſome like women, that ſome yong men fel in loue, 
that Homer thought good to baniſh ſuch Painters 
out of Greece. 

Whatſhould I ſpeake of Romulus Scepter, of 
the Image of Ser. Tullias, and of the Image of 
Clauiia the Veſtall Virgine,who though the three 
Temples were burned with fire to the earth, yet 
the fire could not approachto theſe Images and 
Scepter, ' 

Such terrour and feare were of Images in all 
Countries,that for the taking of atyle-ſtone from

The like puniſhment 24. Pleminins had for the 
{poyling of Proſerpinaes Temple, ſo that king Ma- 
{iniſ/a being preſented with certaine yuorie teeth, 
which came from Melita,vnderſtanding they were 
Tunes teeth, with much feare excuſed himſelfe, 
and ſent them backe againe, leaſt the goddeſle s- 
»9 would be offended with him, as ſhee was with 
Flaceus, 

The feare of Images was in many Countries, 
thatneyther Religion nor Lawes were made,vnles 
they were authoriſed by Images,and permitted by 
Augurers., 

As in Creete King Mines was wont euery ninth 
yeare toclimbea high rocke, and there to ſtay a 
while,as though he were that while inſtructed by 
Tupiter with what Religion and Lawes he ſhould 
rule the people of Creete. 

And torthattheſe Kings would obſerue their 
Religion and Lawes, by . ab Gods thus authori- 
zed, (ne. Calpurnins, in his time , beeing Con- 
ſull , by the conſent of the Senatours made a 
Decree, That all Philoſophers and Cialdzan 
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Philolophes ba Aſtrologers ſhould bee baniſhed out of Rome

as many Images, as the Serpents teeth of AMedes

Inthetime of MAch4b and Muneſſesſrael was 
full ofIdolaric,nothing but /dolatrea ſortilegia &r 
homicidia , the Altat and the geds of Damaſcus. 

Inthetime of _24/ias the gods of Edome : 
in the time of Achas, notonely the gods of De- 
maſcus , the gods of Edome, but allo the gods of 
Syria,tor _Achas ſaid;Dy reeum Syrie auxiliantur 
ce, will worfhip and ferue thera. 

So that Images in 1ſrael,were as much honou- 
rcd and worſhipped as amongſt the Greckes and 
the Romans; quz querebant Deawm inter dcos, that 
ſought out God amongſt their Images. 

King <A did not ſo, he deſtroyed their Idols 
and their groues inthe land of 1uds . Toſephat o- 
uerthrew their gods and their Altares in Moune 
Sinay. EFechias purged the Temple of 1eraſalens 
of thcir idolatrous rcliques , and brake thebraz 
ſen Serpentinto powder. — Th 
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The Poet faines, that the three fatall Ladies of Mztamerph, 
deſtiniewere appointed Scribes and Secretaries 
vnto /upiter,to Write his lawes and decrees in bra- 
ſen Tables, which the Heathens did more reve- 
rence and eſtcemethenthe 7ewes did theTable in 
Mount Sinat , written by the finger of God, and _ 
there giuen to Moſes to inſtruQt the children of 
Iſrael. 

Amongſt the Epheſiansthe maicſtic ofthe great The 1mage of 
goddeſſe Diana,whole Image came downe from Diana. 
heauen was great, and ſo great, that Pew/clcaped 
narrowly from them aliue. 

The Image of Aoloch in Tophet inthe Valic Molock: | 
of Hizxon , where they offered their ſonnes and +3<8-55- 
daughters,in ſacrifice to their god Moloch,where 
not onlic the King of Hoab, offered his eldeſt 
ſonne, that ſhould raigne King after him : but Rana 
he , King of Tuds , did offer his ſonne ©''>'""* 
through fire. 

Atthe ſpoyle of Rhodes , the Citizens requeſted 
nothing , neither wealth , nor treaſure at Caſ- 
ſa hand , but this, we « cunttis Deorum ſanulacris 
ſpoliaremtur. Thathe would not take their gods a- 
way altogether. So did Laban expoſtulate with 
Iacob for his gods,and ſo did icheas runne after 
the Tribe of Dax, for his Image : and, ſo many 

runne to Rome,to Hiſpaine after Images,and 

 ſomekeepetheir Images cloſein
